1 . A response has been filed on Feb 27, 2004. 

2. Claims under examination are 1 , 3-7 and 1 5. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1, 3-7 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mabry et al (US 6075084) in view of Jia et al (US 64-17246). 

Please refer to earlier office action for this rejection. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Mabry et al 
(US 6075084). 

Disclosure of Mabry has already been presented. 

Though claim 1 now recites "consisting essentially of, it fails to exclude 
additional moieties taught by Mabry since the applicants have not established that these 
moieties affect the basic and novel characteristics of claim 1. 

Claim 1 therefore lacks novelty. 

7. Applicant's statement (on page 6 of above response) that Jia cannot be a piece 
of prior art is not acceptable. Jia claims priority of provisional application 60/155202 
filed on Sep 21 , 1 999. 60/1 55292 contains the same subject matter as the one 
disclosed in US 6417246.
